TOWN HUGH WILSON METHODIST SOCIAL CENTER MORNING JANUARY 25 
TO PASS PETITIION DEMANDING RELEASE OF ARRESTED SLUM LEADERS 
AND END OP HARRASSMENT. 

SPEAKING TO CONVENTION, BISHOP MARIANO GA VIOLA (APP 
MILITARY VICAR GENERAL) REPORTEDLY PROMISED SEE APOINT- 
MENT WITH MARCOS TO PRESENT PETITION. MRS. MARCOS, WHO

CONVENTION, NEVER SHOWED UP. ACCORDING ANOTHER REPORT 
RECEIVED BY EMBASSY, THIS MEETING OF SQUATTERS AND RELI- 
GIOUS AND LABOR ELEMENTS ACTUALLY NUMBERED SOME 3000, 

AND WAS LARGEST OF SCATTERED MEETINGS HELD JANUARY 25 (SEE 
PARAGRAPH BELOW). 

3. USUALLY WELI -INFORMED SOURCES FROM DOL, TUCP, RELI- 
GIOUS ORDERS, AND CBCP (CATHOLIC BISHOPS CONFERENCE) TOLD 
LABATT THAT PRINCIPAL PROTEST DEMONSTRATION APPARENTLY 
NEVER MATERIALIZED. AMERICAN JESUIT REPORTED HE HAD HEARD 
THAT ONE OF TOP ORGANIZERS HAD CALLED OFF DEMONSTRATION 
AT LAST MOMENT, BUT WAS UNABLE IDENTIFY INDIVIDUAL. A TOP 
DOL OFFICIAL NOTED THERE HAD BEEN SCATTERED SMALL MEETINGS 
OF DISSIDENT WORKERS MORNING JANUARY 25, BUT NO MASS RALLY. 

4. ON JANUARY 24, GOP DETAINED AND FIVE HOURS LATER 
DEPORTED TWO ITALIAN PRIESTS WHO HAD BEEN DEEPLY INVOLVED 
IN LAST OCTOBER'S LA TONDENA STRIKE AND WITH WORKER AND 
SQUATTER ELEMENTS IN TONDON SLUM AREA. BELONGING TO PIME 
ORDER (PONTIFICAL INSTITUTE FOR FOREIGN MISSIONS), THE 

THE TWO (REV. FR. FRANCIS ALESSI, PIME REGIONAL SUPERIOR, AND 
REV. LUIGI COCQUIO) WERE PRESUMABLY SUMMARILY DEPORTED 
UNDER PROVISIONS P.D. 823 PROHIBITING "FOREIGN MEDDLING " 

IN TRADE UNION ACTIVITIES (SEE MANILA 15475, 1975 AND 
MANILA 17655, 1975). NEITHER ARCHBISHOP JAIME SIN NOR 
PAPAL NUNCIO MSGR. BRUNO TORPIGLIANI HAVE YET COMMENTED 
ON SUDDEN GOP ACTION. 

5. COMMENT: WAGE OF GOP ARRESTS FOR SEVERAL WEEKS PRIOR 
TO RALLY INCLUDING SOME RELATED TO BUKLURAN'S ACTIVITIES, 
AND MASSIVE ARRAY OF GOVERNMENT SECURITY FORCES ON ACTUAL 
DAY OF RALLY OBVIOUSLY DISRUPTED RALLY. PROPOSED THEMES 
OF RALLY, HOWEVER - THE RIGHT TO STRIKE AND TO EARN 
DECENT WAGE - ARE STILL VALID ISSUE FOR ALL LABOR MOVE- 
MENT AND FOR THOSE SUCH AS CHURCH ACTIVITISTS AND SOME 
STUDENTS WHO IDENTIFY WITH THEM. IT IS LIKELY GOP WILL 

HAVE TO CONTEND WITH THESE ISSUES AGAIN, WHETHER FROM 
BUKLURAM OR MORE RESPECTABLE QUARTERS. RECOGNIZED LABOR 
ORGANIZATION (TUCP), FOR EXAMPLE, HAS BELATEDLY DEMANDED 
INCREASE OF MINIMUM DAILY WAGE FROM P8 (APPROXIMATELY 
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US $1) TO PI8 (SEE SEPTEL) WHICH LABOR SECRETARY OPLE 
REJECTED WITH ALACRITY. 

6. GOP HERETOFORE HAD BEEN TREADING VERY SOFTLY WITH 
RESPECT ANY ACTIONS AGAINST CHURCH, AND RADICAL RELIGIOUS 
ELEMENTS CONSPICUOUSLY ALBSENT FROM ARRESTS OF ACTIVITIES 
NOTED ABOVE. DEPORTATION OF TWO ITALIAN PRIESTS ON EVE 
SEMI-ANNUAL CPCP MEETING AT BAGUIO JANUARY 26-31, MAY 
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PROVOKE STATEMENT EROM ASSEMBLY BISHOPS. UNCOMPROMISING 
ACTION AGAINST PIME MISSIONARIES CONEIRMS GOP INTENT 
ENEORCE "STRICT PROHIBITION" AGAINST UNAUTHORZED TRADE 
UNION ACTIVITIES BY ALIENS, INCLUDING RECOURSE TO 
"IMMEDIATE AND SUMMARY DEPORTATION" (P.D. 823, AS AMENDED).
